triumph ofthe Dutch ouet the Engliſh, Samuel Col- 
6 had conceiued a prayer in writing, in the end 
whereof he proteſted his innocencie z which prayer 
hee read to his fellows the night before, and now a!- 
ſoat the place of execution deuoutely .pronounced 
the ſame; then threw away the paper : which the 
Governor cauſed ro bee brought vnto him, and kept 
Mc 4s. 
Emanuel Tomſon told the reſt, he did not doubt bur 
God would fhew ſome ſigne of their innccencie z and 
eucry one of the reſt tooke it ſeuerally vpon their 
death, that they were vtterly guilclefle : and fo, one 
by one,with great checrfulnefle, they ſuffred rhe fa- 
tall troke. 
The Portugall praiedouer hs Beads very deuour- 


.Iy,and often kiffed the Crofle z ſwearing thereupon, 


thar he was vtterly innocent of this treafen ; - yet con- 
feſled, that God had juſtly broughe this puniſhment 
vpon himyfor that, having awite in his owne Coun- 
trey, he had, by the perſwafion of the Durch Gouer..: 
nor, taken another m that Countrey,. his firſt being 
yct liuing. ; 

The lepons likewiſe (according to their Religion » 
fhur vp theirlaſt AR withthe like profeſſion of their 
innocence. Sothere ſuffered ten Engliſhmen, - viz, 
Captaine Gabriet Towerſon, the Agent of the Eng- 
1th at 4mboyna ; Sarmel Colſon, Factor at Hitto;  E.. 
menuel Tomſon, Aſlifiant at Amboynae; Timethy hbn- 
ſon, Alſtant there alſo, lobn Wetherall,  FaQerat 
Cambello ; /vbn Clarke, Afﬀiſtant at Hitto; Williens- 
Grieges,FaQor at Larica 1oby Faro, Steward of the: 
hovſez Abel Price, Chirurgion;- and Refers Browne: 
Tailo , 5 Tk £7, CIT bens 
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The Portugall alſo ſuffered with them. His name 
was 4aguſtive Perez, He wasborneat Bengala.

vato the Engliſh,te ayde them ia taking of the Caftle 
and the larter confeſſed to hauc had knowledge of 
the conſultation ofthe other Iapons to this purpoſe. 
But neyther of them was executed, nor ſo much as 
condemned, The reaſon whereof was not knowne 
to the Engliſh that were ſaued, 
"They kad prepared a cloth of blacke Yeluer for 
Captaine Tewer/ors body to fall vpon ; which be- 


| ing ſtayned and defaced with his blood, they af- 


terwards put to the account of the Engliſh Com- 
panic. 

At the inſtant of the execution, there aroſe 2 
great darkencſſe, with a ſudden and violcar guſt of 
winde and tempeſt ; whereby two of the Dutch

Shippes, riding in the harbour, were driven from 
their anchors, and with great labour and dithcul- 
ty ſaved from the rockes. Within a few dayes 
after, one william Dunckin, who had told the Gg- 
uernour, That Robert Browne, the Engliſh Tailour, 
had a few mvneths befere rold him, hee hoped, 
that within fixe moneths the Engliſh ſhould have 
as much to doe in the Caſtle of 4mbeyra, as the 
Dutch : This fellow, "comming vpon an cuening 
ro the graue where the Engliſh were buried, bee- 
ing all ( ſane Captain Tower ſev) in one pit, felkdowne 
vpon the graue; and Hhauing lien there * awhile, 
roſe vp againe ſtarke mad, and ſo continued two 
or three .dayes together, and then died, Forth- 
with alſo fell a new ficknefſe at. 4-%boyns, which 
\wepr away abour a thouſand people, Durch' and 
Amboyners: in the ſpace, wherein there Vſually 
dicd.not aboue thirty ar othet ſeaſons, Theſe fignes 
wereby the ſurviving Engliſh referred to the confi- 


dent. prediQtion of ;Emannc! Tomſon aboue named, 


and were hy the Amboyners interpreted as. a token of 
the wrath of God for this batbarous tyranny of the 


The next day after the execution, beeing the. eight

Sea, and inuaded diucrs Ilands, and places flandi 
ynder the Nether/ands Gouernonr in Amboyna, ipey. 
ling them, and killing our ſubieAs, and faking 
others, and carrying them away for ' flaues, 
And notwithſtanding the inftant requeſt of the Ne- 
therlands Gouernour, no ſatisfaRtion, or iuftice, hath 
followed ; but the ſaid Ternatencs are yet gone fur- 
ther, and openly threatned ro murder'the Dub 
Merchants, and to ſpoyle and burne the Zogie, or - 
Fattory, which our people have many yeares-there 
enioyed 3 ſo that our Merchants haue taken our 
the Dazch goods, to aucid damage: And theTeryn_ 
tawes at Lohe did aQually ſer on fire, and ruined 
the ſaid Netherlands Fafory. Inthe Adenichels ( an 
land being vader the Prouince of  Ambeyna ) they 
haue in.like-manner, ſhortly after, burned the ve. 
therlands Logie,with the loſſa of all the'goods there. 
in. The Netherlands Gonernour, that by his preſence, 
and authority, hee might cauſe ſuch rebellions to 
ceaſe, and togiue order for time to come, and _..alſv 
to ſceke ſatisfaftion and. puniſhment: ypon the 
foreſaid inſolencies; went toward Lobo, with a 
ſmall power of {loopes : and comming there-abeur, 
Was 


\ 
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was mett (otherwiſe than was wont )by a nauy of 


{loopes of the Ternatencs of Loho, ſtronger than 


his were. Theſe ( by their conference ) gave hin 
well ro know, how little reuerence they gaue the 
Dutch Gonernor : they braued him, without hope of 
reſticution of any thing to come : ſothat ( nothing 
done) te was faine to returne to his Caftle of 4m- 
boyna, By reaſon of theſe things, the ſayd Ternatarcs 
became lo ſtout and daring, that they gaue out 0- 
penly, that they would come, and ſpoile our ſub- 
tes by a pen rall army, with aboue a 100, Frig- 
gets : with theſe, they ſaid they would come againtt 
Amboyna, to make a vniuerſall ſpoyle of our people ; 
Through which, there came a great feare - vpon the 
Indians, ftanding vnder the ſubieRion of the High and 
Mighty Lords the States, as alſo ouer the Neather- 
landers. 

; In the Lands lying farre Eaſtward of Bards, it 
was alſo ſaid, and the newes went currantly there, 
That the Hellenders were ſure enough quit of the 
Caſtle of 4mboyna,; And at that time there were di- 
uers ſecret correſpondencies betweene the 7#- 
dians, and ethers, which gaue vs great ſuſpicion, By 
this meanes the Netherlands Gouerners, and Councell 
of Amboyns,were moued to haue ſpeciall regard, and 
lookenarrowly vnto all things, ſeeing that it might 
bee thence clearly garhered, that ſomething might 
bee plottedagainſt the State in Awboyna,and that the 


1ndiens (- of themſclues) durſt not offer ro vn- 


dertake any ' ſuch great defigne , withoue ſome 
oreat hclpe of ſonie.of Europe, either of Spaniards, 


; Portugells, or ſome others ; andalſo they vnderftood, 
| G that 


' that they of Lobo, Cambels, &c., had great ſecret 
' correſpondence with the Eng/;ſh Merchants. When 
things were inſuch a ſtate in Amboy, there came 
forth, and was wonderfully diſcovered, in February 
1623. a horrible conſpiracie, againſt the Caſtle, and 
Perſon of the Dutch Gouernour, and the whole ſlate 
of Amboyua: and firſt, by the apprehenſion of a cer- 
taine J4porian (a complice of the feate ) who at an 
ynſeaſoneble time was often ſcene vpon the wall of 
the Caſtle, where he alſo ouer-curiouſly enquired of 
the moſt vnskilfu!l and. fillyeſt ſouldiers, touching, 
the ſetting, and change of the watch, and what 
number of people might be inthe Caitle,and many 
other things. Whereupon, ih the very act, the ſaid 
Taponian was apprehended, and being examined of 
many circumſtances, he confeſſed, that the 14ponier 
ſouldicrs, vnder our ſeruice, had decreed to make 
tkemſclues Maſters of the Caſtle, and that -they 
ſhould. haue ſet vpon this by the helpe of the -Enxg- 
liſh, who had ſollicited them vato it, and that hee 
wichall the other 7eponiens in the Engliſh houſe, of- 
tcnimes within three monethes before-going, had 
_ conferred with the Engliſh, whom hee there named, 
by theirnames) touching the manner,whereby they 
ſhould bring this treachery to paſſe. Hereupon it 
came topaſie, that all the Iaponian ſouldiers which 
were in our ſerujce, were diſarmed, and, impriſoned, 
and by examination of them all, it appeared playn- 
ly, by an orderly and ioynt-confeſſton, that all the 
ſaid Iaponians, ypon the intreary of Gabriel Tower. 
fax, and other Engliſs Merchants,and Officers,agreed 
to aſi theſfaid Engliſh to betray the Caſtle, and to 


gluc 
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giue it ouer into the Engliſh Power; and that Gabrid 
Tower ſon,and Abe! Price (an Engliſh Chiturgion)) and 
other Ergliſh,dealt often with them, (whom hee na- 
med by their names) of the way and mean:s, how 
they ſhould wotke it; the ſaid Abe! Price being be- 
- fore impriſoned for a foule and execrable fa, and 
yet remayning in durafice. | 
And although it zppcarcd ſufficiently to the Go- 
uernour,and Councel of Ambeyne, out of the confe(- 
fion of the Iaponians,what the ſaid Gabriel Tower ſon 
with his Merchants, and other complices, had be- 
fore reſolued to doe,and thatthe Counccll had ſufi- 
cient information to impriſcn chem all, yet the Ge. 
nerall Councell would not precipitate, but comman- 
ded the ſaid Abe! Price, (who was in priſon) tocome 
before the Councell, and (after the places, perſons, 
and time nominated to him, where, and when hee 
had dealt with the Iaponians,and other Engliſh,about 
the ſaid-treachery ) it was alſo from him well vn- 
derſtood, how hee (in the name, and by rhe com- 
mand of Gebrie/ Towerſon ) and another Iaponian, 
(who was thenalſo inpriſon ) had perſwaded all the 
Iaponians toconſent to this villany, and that con{e- 
uently the ſaid Towerſov, as the firff {uthoxr, and all 
the other Engliſh Merchants,( being in the-Forraigze 
Cantore of the Prouince of Amboyne ) had alſo know- 
ledge of the ſaid treachery. 
Vpon this fulland vniforme cxaminatiov,and con-. 
' feſſion of 12 perſons, as well ofthe 1 1,}Iaponians, as 
one Engliſh, isthe ſaid Gabriel Towerſon called tothe 
Councell; and there appearing, the faid Tower/ov 
called together all his people _ the Caftle, __

the requeſt of the General Conncell, who were there 
taken, aad imp-iſoned,except the ſaid Gabrie! Tower 

' fox himſelfe : to whom (vpon his requeſt ) and in 
regard of his quality, being chicfe merchant in 4- 
boyna, inthe name of the Exz/r/h Company ; his owne 
houſe was allotred him for his ſafe keeping,and forth 
comming. And the ſaid priſoners were all lawful- 
ly and orderly examined, and it appeared by them 
iovnly, according to their owne confcfſt5n ( every 
one hauing vnder-written.it with his owne hand) as 
followeth = : 

Gabriel Towerſor, about New-yeares day, 1623, 
hauing with him almoſt all the :Eng/i/b Merchants of 
the Forraigne Cantore in Amboyna,he aſſembled them 
in his chamber,and propounded to them, ithar he had 
ſomething of great moment, to impart vnto them, 
( which he &/one could nor effet) vnder the fidelity 
of an oarh to bee taken before, for the keeping ſe- 
cret thereof, and being truſty therein; ſaying, [t is 
necellary foto be; for if the thing ſhould come a- 
broad, which I ſhall make knowne vnto you,. it will 
colt all our lives. Whereupon the holy Goſpe! was 
produced; vpon which, evety one who was preſent, 
did ſweare ſecrecy and fidelity, as was required, 
Then Tewer/ox ( after a preface ) opened to the'con-. 
ſpirators, how he hada way and meancs to make 
himſclte Mefter of the Caftle of Amboyna, And wheras 
ſome preſent . made it difficule to doe, being-roo. 
weake for it: the ſaid Twwerſor anſwered; That hee 
had already won-to his purpoſe the leporiey foul- 
diers who were inthe Caſtle, and that they ſhould 
Execute. his purpoſe when the Dutch, who were in 

: | the 
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the Caſtle, were in their greateſt wehkeneſle, and' 


worſt prouided, or ( v»ewares) when the Gonernour 
| ſhould. bee abſent, about"fome exploit; and that 

rhey ſhould: waite till ſome” Bxg/rſh ſhips, 'or ſhip, 
' were. in Amboyna, whoſe people- hee might employ 
in this attempt ; fs alſo, when as all other the Eng/cfh 
Merthants, an# flaues of the” Porrajewe Cantore 


in Amboyye ſhould be ſent for to rhe Caſtle: And ſaid. 


further, That hee knew haw to get menenow, and 
they ſhould leaue this to his care, and themſelues 
dotheir beſt; and that they of Zoho ſhonld alfo come 
to helpe him with - certaine Curricarries, &6. vpon 
which inducements, all that were preſent ſwore to 
aſiſt Towerſox herein. And concerning the maner of 
execution, the ſaid Towerfon had preſcribed tothe 
Taponians, which were'in the Caftle,chat they ſhould 
ſend to euery point of the Bulwarkes, two tmen,and 
the reſt in che Court attend the - Gonernexy, and to 
murder him; and thar at the figne which ſhould: be 


given by the Engliſh, they ſhould make themſelues. 


Maftersof every point of the Bulwarke, and kill 
all who ſhould reſiſt,and impriſon the reſt ; and fur- 
. therſhould rake, and divide betweene themſelues , 
and the' Zepowians;the goods of the Dutch .Eaff-India 
Company except a 1000. rialls of 8, which every 7qpo- 
#ian ſhould have beforc,and that they ſhould kill the 
_ citizens who would not conſent with them, and 
_ doethem all the miſchiefe they could. And touchin 

the time, hee had not yet ccitainely ſet it, bur 
that there ſhould ſuddenly bee another * aſſembly 
_ of the conſpirators, when Gabricl Tower/or would 


give order for all things, and giuea figne tothe /a- 
| ponians, 
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poxiens whereupon, when they ſhewed ic,they ſhould 
begin the worke-wirhin, | F 
The ſaid Gabr;el Towerſon being asked in particu- 
lar, what moucd him to ſuch a wicked fat; hee an- 
ſwered, The defircof Hoxoar and Profire Being fur- 
ther demanded, who ſhould enioythat Henour and 
Profit, and, for whem hee woul#haue taken the 
Caftle : he antwered;That ifhe did obtaine his deſire, 
hee ſhould preſently have -aduertiſed thoſe cf 
his Nation being in Batawis, and called for their 
helpe, who if they had ſeathimſuccour, hee would 
have kept rhe Caftle.for his owne company (-viz, for 
the Engliſh Exfi-Indian Company ) and it not, he would 
haue held ir for himſelfe, and haue endeuoured 
a peace with the Indians, that ſo by che one meanes 
or che other, hee might attayne his - purpoſe. 
Afﬀer the examination of Tewer/o» was cnded,the 
Dutch Gonernour in Amboynas vpbrayded Tower/on of 
.his cruell intent, and asked, if this ſhould haue becne 
the recompence of the manifold honours, and kind- 
nefles hee had done- vnto him. Whereto Tower/or 
anſwered witha deepe ſigh, 0b, if it were to bebe- 
gun, it ſhould notbe done. This veluntary confeſſhi- 
on, and penitentacknowledgement, with much ſor- 
row, was madethe 9.of March, being theday when 
the execution ſhould have beene done; but the exa- 
mination of Towerſon was ended the 18.of February, 
ſo many dayes before. This is the ſubflance of 
the conf:flions of 10. Japonians,of r4.Engliſh, and of 
a Neatherlandifo Merinhe, or Ceptaine of the Slaves, 
whoallconfirmed thele their confeſſions with their 
owne hands, |

adiudge'it worthy of death, as -it was determined 
vpon the complices of this con{piracy, according to 
order of juſtice, as there in Apboyna it is exerciſed 
(according tedeſert) by the Gouernour and Coun- 
cell, in the name of the FXigh and Mighty Lords, the

dings wereholden/by the” Netherlandiſh Governer, in 
+* the came of the illuſtrious Zo#ds Fhe States, having ſu- 
preame power, many yeares ſince in the T/esof Ame- 
boyna, which were conquered ( inthename of the 
ſaid Lords the States ) from the Sparinrds, of Porta- 
g<#, whoheld that Caſtle in the name of the King 
of Spaive,our hereditary enemy 5 therefore they are 
now poſſeſſed inthe name of the Zords the Szates, and. 
are vader. their dominion, by a iuft and lawfall title 
of warre, accotding to:the law of Nations. There ( a- 
mong other things) iuſticeis adminiſtred according 
to the lawes of the Nerherlends, in that manner as 
was -vſed in the proceedings: againſt theſe conſpira- 
rors. I know that the lawes of Ewglard are divers 
from qurs in. o52ns//caſes,yea,and fromall the Na- 
tions in Exrepe: howbeittherefore, ne manhath 
_ ground of reaſon to ſay, thae the -prececdings* of 
. the Enghhh Indger(boldenin Y 22aivft delin- 
quents; are. noe-legitimate, though ' the ſaid Eang4fb 
proceedings: doe vary in the mannet- from the 
' proceedings of; Frence,Spaine &c. where other cu- 
ſomes are; forthat-is lawfull, which agreeth with the 
lawes of that. land where -the fat 1s, coflimirted. 
Now then' the /qpox«» ſouldiers, being in the ſer. 
vice of 'the Netherlands Company in Anboynas, arc 
diſcovered rghaue conſpired agaioſt the Caftle and 
the Goper nevent there, vader whoſe oath and pay: they 
were;they were apptchended, and examined, and con- 
uied of the ſaid conſpiracy» This procceding is 
lawfull, andtoucheth: no; man, becauſe the ſaid 7s. 
Ponians know: no. ther. after than ' the  Netberley-. 
ders, vnder whole ogth, {cruice,:and pay they Rtand; 
I 
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All theſe Iaponian conſpirators with the ſaid. Merin- 
cho,a Captaine of the Nether/ends Slaues, confeſſed 
withone mouth, that they were moued and induced 
to this conſpiracy, by the Engliſh Merchants refident 
in F-boyns, whoſe names they named:Now,not one- 
ly the right uf Net&erlend, but of England, and of the 
whole world requireth, that the authors,abettors' and 
complices of murther and treaſon, ſhould bee pu- 
niſhed with death ; whereto, accordieg tothe com- 
mon lawes, as alſo the particular lawes of eucry 
Kingdeme or Deminion, fthe ſuſpe&ted perſons 
firſt, and before all, ſhould bee impriſoned,nor onely 
for preuenting the effeR of their euill purpoſe, but 
that they might alſo receive. their deſerued puniſh- 
ment: whichapprehenfions,could not (in that place ) 
bee done by any other man, than by the command 
of the Netherlands Gonernonr, to whom it belongeth 
to take care, to ſee every at concerning ſupreame 
pewer,to be there obſerued;8: ſpecially(all other rea- 
ſons ceafing ) the higheſt Eng/rſb Officers there, could 
not apprehend theſe Exgli{b conſpirators, becauſ: 
all the chiefe of rhe Evg/:ſh Merchants in Amboy- 
ns were themſclues of the conſpiracy, and com- 
plices of the fa, vpon which the apprehenſion was 
wade. Therefore the apprehenſion of the Eng/;{b 
complices, muſt bee done by the Datch Gomernear, 
who therefore hath therein proceeded according 
' to the cuſtome of all Nations of che world. And 
that theſe apprehcnſions may be holden more law- 
full, it appeareth our of the written precefle, that 
the ſaid Engl;ſb complices were not impriſened 
upon the firſt ſuſpitions and grofſe cuidences which 
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were had 2gainſt them, burtbenatlaſt, when all che 
Japonian {ouldiers were taken, examined, and con- 
ui&cd, and had diſcouere:) by the vaitorme con- 
feſſion of all the 11. the names and ſur-names of ſuch 
Engliſh as had perfwaded and hyred them to this 
fact , of which Ezg/h,one ( viz. Ave! Price, Barber ) 
was before apprehended ( as an /zcendiary ) forburs 
ning and violence done vpon other houſes, who 
alſo was fir examined, and firiifconfeſſed ( as the 
orher 1 1.14ponians) that he ( by name, Gabriel Tower- 
ſen ) and other Eneliſh Marchants, whom hee named 
by their names, had ſuborned the ſaid 7aponian 
ſfouldiers z and that all the Eng/ſh Marchants 1n the 
Forreigne Cantoves in Amboyna, had knowledge of 
this conſpiracy, &c, So that it may bee ſcene, out of 
that which went before, that the Datch Gonernour 
dealt no otherwiſe inthe apprehenſion,and examina- 
tion of the Engliſh, than according to his place, and 
power, andthatwith great dilcretion, according to 
the lawcs of theſe Ypited Provinces. 

The ſecond point which is abufiucly diſperſed in 
England againſi thisexecutionis,that it is ſaid, that. ir 
did not appertaineto the Netherlanders in Amboyne to 
impriſoathe ſaid Znghſh, and to proceede againſt 
them,or to puniſh them; but that it did belong to the 
Connell of defence refident at Jaquetra, confifting halfe 


. of Eng/iſh,and halfe of Nether/ands, according to the 


treaty ofthe yeare 1619 made betweene his Mazeffy 
and the Lords the States, betweene the two Exft-1ndia 
Comparies. That I mightthe better informe my ſelfe 
thereof, I tooke in hand, and peruſed the general. 
treaty of 1619.with theexplication following there- 
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 ypon; but I profeſle, that (as I thinke ) every vnder+ | 
ſtanding man,(not louing Jiſcurd)mult confeſſe, that 
neither in the ſayd treaty, ncrin the enlargement, 
any ene atticle or word could bc perceived, whereby 
( according ro that wiichis vntruly ſeyd in Exclend) 
either tl113, or any fuchrhing is ordayncd or decided, 
by the ſaydtreaty ; asit ougiat to haue clearely beene 
in ſo great and importanta point, as this part of ju- 
riſdi&!onis. I appcale to all wiſe men, whol defire 
may iudge of this, wherherthis ſpeech of ſome in 
England ( to wit, thac the ſayd Councell of defence 
ſhould ( alone ) have iudged theſe Conlpirators ) 
be agrecavle co the Jail rreaty, or contrary to rhe 
ſame. I ande many arguments for my negatiue 0- 
pinion, to wir, chat betore the treaty of 1619, the 
Dutch in Ambryna adminiſtred juritdtRion, and ju- 
dicature, vpon all and enery one who dwelt -in 
or vader the juriſuitionofthe Caſtle, as well jinha- 
bitants as ſtraygers, withour difference; and that 
' in this ſaid treaty, the Durch, with the Englsſb Mar- 
chants, wade onecly a leigue in the matter of com- 
' merce and negotiation of Alatmegs, Mace,C loves, and 
Pepper, in ſore quarters, without having avy further 
treaty, or communication inthe land; ſo that with- 
out the bounds of this common negotiation, 'eue- 
© Iy oneremained free, and vn-hyndered in the land, 
by the rightaad poſſeſſion which either Company 
enioy<d and exercifcd ſcverally; according as the 
ſame appcareth out of the 23. article of rhe treaty: 


whereicis expreifly ſa'd; That Caſtles and Forts ſhall 


remayne iatheir hands who ar preſent doe poſſeſſe 
\ thera: Andout of the x3.214-r5.articles ofthe trea- 
wy H 2 ty,

ty, all may ſec that this commen Councell of De- 
fence hath no more power, ſauc onely ouer the fel. 
lowſhip of the treaty, that is, ouer the Nauy of de- 
fence in the Sea, to the defence of the common 
Merchandize, and liberty of commerce ; and laſtly, 
totaxe the charges for the prouiſien of munition 
in the Forts :neither can any other thing be fincere- 
ly collected out ef the ſaid treaty, fo farreas I can 
conceiue. Therefore this ſecond point is found to be 
vatrue and abuſiue, being nut founded vpon the 
ſaid treaty, which treaty (notwithſtanding ) ought 
co beethe onely rule, both ofthe one and the other 
Company, 

_ Finally, itis given outin Exglend, that in the exa- 
- mination of the Conſpitarors there was excefle in 
the Netherlands Iudges, inthe point of Torrare. I ac- 
knowledge, that no argument or pretext againſt 
the iuſtice of this execution, hath more mooened 
mee in the beginning, than this pretence of cxcefle 
aforeſaid, becauſe this ſtirreth Chriſtian compefſion ; 
al:houghT alfo judge, that wiſe men will not ſuffe 
themſelues ro be roo much tranſported thereby, 
before the true reaſons doe fully appeare, which 
ſhould moue vs thereunto. For, I well remember 
yet, that in the time of former miſtakings in the 1»- 
djes, many things were. pretended on both parts, 
vpon Which, there were greater outcries on either 
fide, which yet, by due examination, were found 
ro be{thought faite, yer)falſe pretexts of ſome ill-wil- 
lers, and ren defirouste wrangle: which pretences 
being throughly ſifted by the High and much ad- 
mired wiſdome of his Maicfy, and the Lords the 
: | States, 
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States, were well diſcoucredto be no ſuch matters as 
they were made: as it is alſo vndoubtedly tobe be. 
lecued, that his Adaiefty, and rhe Szeres will yer fur- 


thet doe in this affaire; and ſothe cauſe of the Darch _- 


Company may be ( in the carriage hereof ) rightly 
iuftified. Of which I vnderſtand that the Zords the 
States haue ſpeciall regard, and that they haue beene 
throughly informed, what is the very truth of the 
things there paſt, and of the execution in Amboyna 
vpon the Eng/zſh Conſpirators. Vato which end the 
Lords the States reſolued to ſee and peruſe all the 
papers and letters, touching the ſaid proceedings : 
And now thereupon mea ſpeake farre otherwiſe 
than heretofore; for pretences and cauills( being 
ence deteaed ) cannot ſtand with truth, Andir 
doth plainly appeare, thar there is lictle truth in the 
matter of torture, reported tobe moſt cruelly inflied 
ypon theſe Ergiiſh Conſpirators, as in England 
it is ſaid. AndI haue- cuer ſuſpected this for a flan- 
der: for I know the Darch Nation doth naturally 
abherre this kinde of cruetly, and are as much moo- 
ued to commiſeration, as any other .p2ople, Bur 
whethertheſe cuill minded men, who haue ſcatte. 
red this great ſlander in England, and hate ſo fowly 
defaced a iuſt cauſe, haue done it by occaſion of 
our vſe of terturesiatheſe lands, in ſome weighty 
cauſes, according tothe cuſtome of rhe- moſt domi- 
nions of Ewrepe; I cannot iudge. But is that to bee 
cenſured and iudged to bee vniuſt of the whole 
world, which is repugnant to the lawes of England, 
{ er any one Nation) where torture is rarely vſed *

| Tf this were not ſo, why then ſhould not the whole 

world much more iudge thatas a hard, and a thi 
vnheard,(andtherefore condemnable) which in ſome 
caſes is viſcd in Emgland, according to the lawes 
there, when they proceed againſt ſome guilty per- 
ſon; who being once and againe asked of the Iudge, 
and vtrerly refuſing to bee legally tried, is adiud- 
vcd as dumbe, that is, by —_— whoſe con- 
demnation then accordingly 'foiloweth, That hee is 
laid vponatable, or planke, and.ancther planke vpon 
him, and ſo much weight of ſtone or lead laid vpon 
him, that his body is miſerably bruiſed,and-ſo pre(- 
{ed violently to death. The which, according to the 
confeffion of all nations, ( eſpecially, becauſe this 
kinde of inſtice is not viſed in other lands) and 
by the Eng/zfh writers, is iudged to bee one of the 
moft ſharpe and ſeuere kindes of death, that can 
be inuenced; yet cannot ſuch an cxecution be cal- 
led cruell and valawfall when it is done in Zxg/and, 
becauſe it is done according to the lawes of that 
land, though ſtrangers ſhall ivdge otherwiſe of it, 
And in like manner the Eg4/5 nation cannot coma 
plaine of the torture which cuill willers ſay, was 
vicd vpon. theſe Engl: Confpirators in Amwboyne, 
becauſe it was done according to the lawes of this 
Gonernment,and is not vauſuall in caſes of treaſon,nei- 
ther with vs, nor(almoſt) any Nationin Exrpe: 
And for Ezgiand itſelfe, itis well knowne(and his 
moſt excellenc Ataiefly doth acknowledge by his 
—_— ENDING 
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the onely tortures, thitare «MY vpon Treytors,. 
toforce them toconfelle,( wighout PMrcealement) what 
they know to be dangerous the State, 
 Andro fay thetruth, withourraking parts, the Exg- 
liſh Conſpirators being affronted with the vniforme 
and written confeflions, of the 11. Jepomiars ( their 
.  Complices) which could conuince them ſufficient- 
* ly, according to the lawes, and finde them guilty 
of the ſame conſpiracy, and conſequently of dcath $ 
if now,notwithſtanding this,they had perſiſted in the 
ſtout denia'lof the fat, were not this /to ſp-ake 
according to the manner in England) enougii ro 
indge them dambeby: contumacy,and ſo to elt-cme 
chem worthy of this fore puniſhment of prefling 
to death, as is aforeſaid > But this torture of vurs 
(if. any in Amboyns were fo tortured ).is to bee jud- 
ged farre lefle- than that preſſiag, wherethe male- 
factor doth ſuffer ſuch extreame miſery. as cannot ' 
bee imagined, and which is not to beelenifyed or 
eaſed at all, but ended by death, But to the ſuffi- 
cient ſatisfa&ion of my ſelfe,and your Worſhip,and 
all men, and not to ſpeake according to the ſen- 
tence, and conſcience of others, Ihaue vſed aldi- 
ligence to get into my hands the wcitten procege, con- 
cerning the Cenſpirators in 4mboyna ; which I ob- 
tained authentically, and read carefully : and I 
finde that all that is by mee abcue ſaid, is confir- 
med, to wit, Thatthe 74ponian Complices were cx- 
amined, and made their confecſhen as aforeſaid, for 
three daycs,viz.the 23.,24.25.0ft February.162 3.and 
. tharall this being done, an1 conſummated before, 
then at laſt, is Gabriel Tower/ov, firlt with thereſt -

began, and centinugPdiuers dayes without oucr- 
hoſting, till the 3. of March..

[eaſt offence to bee ſeverely puniſhed. Whetefore al- 
though this bee no dire& charge of the Engliſh, but 
uſed by the Author to ſupply thewant of probabili- 
ties inthe proceſlc it (clfe, it will not be amiſſe to-cx- 
amine the ſeverall circumſtances, and how far they 
may yeeld any ſuſpicidn againſt the ſaid Engliſh. 
Now this Author taketh the maine grounds of this | 
ſuſpicion of ſome great plot againft the Provice of 
Amboyna, from the unwonted boldneſſe and inſo- 
A tencies of the Ternatans ; firſt in the Moluccoes, 
and theniin Amboyna. For thoſe in the Moluccoes 
be faith, they had: lately before the pretended con- 
fpiracy of the Engliſh, gone abour, contrary to the 
Treaty, Ano. 1606. berweene them-andrhe Dunch, 
to-inakepeace with the King of Tedore, and truce 
- with the Spaniard, - withour'the confehr of- know- 
ledge of them; the Dutch :'which how honeſtffy ard 
conſcionably it is alleaged to this purpoſe, may ap- 
peare xr ongree of thoſe parts 5 which eyi- 
deny: ſhew' that! this! rreaty betweene 'rhoſe 'of 
Ternara/ ahd+! Tedote,; :was 1n November } 162t. 
thatis to ſay , fifteene moneths betore this forged 
' eonſpiragie/, and that 'with the knowledge ''of 
Roninian;theGovernour ofthe Dutch, who;' uport 
Li; | C, the 
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the 19 of Novemberthe yeare aforeſaid, :cquainted- 
' M, Nichols, the Agent of the Engliſh in thoſe parts, ' 
with the preparation of this. Treaty, which was a: - 
Rually holden ar Ternatathe 24:of the famemonrh. 
But the matter wasſo well handlcd by:the Dutch, to 
keepe thoſe neighbour Iflands.in perperuall warre, 
that the Treatie was diſſolved re ;nfef#1, And the 
ſeventh of December following, an Edi& was pub-- 
liſhed by the King of Ternata,- commanding all the 
Tedorians forthwith to deparr the Iſland of Terna- 
ta, uponpaine to bee made ſlaves. After this,the cor- 
reſpondence_  þerweenethe Dutch and Ternarans' in 
the Moluccoes, returned into as firme ſtate as ever ; 
the Ternarans performing daily exploits againſt the 
Spaniards, and communicating the triumph with the 
4 Dutch: As the ſevenreenth of February 1622. be- 
ing a foll yeaveþefore the feined treaſon of the Eng-: 
,the. King of Ternata, with twenty Curricurries, 
toake a Spaniſh Galley, flew. forty in fight, and took 
50+ priloners., wha they. ſold zo che Dutch for 
loth and Rice: and comming/by, the Hollanders 
 CaſtlevtMaalatio, the ejghteenth of the' fame mo- 
neth, with the heads of divers Spaniards at his Stern, 
the Dutch faluced him fromtheir:ſaid Caſtle, with: 
ging ſhot of great Ordnance, The 25, of Aprill:fo- 
owing, the Admirall of the King of Ternatarooke'n 
Prow of the Spaniards, ſlew ſome, and ſold the reft 
tothe Dutch. The 28. of the ſame monethy, both 
| Dutch andEngliſh were feafted by the King of Ter- 
- nata.The 22.0t May nextenſuing,the king .of Terna- 
\ tawent forth ro Machain with fixe Curricurries, and _ 
at: his departure: was honoured with thirty ſhot of 
great Or efromthe Dutch Caſtle. The'15.0f 
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Spaniard, being then (as this Amthoraffirmerh) Mis

file, pon the 14.0f which moneth,the Dutch gave 
the King of Ternara, and orher Blacks, twohundred: 
Bails of Japan Rice, with other prefents: at the'de- 
liverie whereof, there were ſhor off from the'Caltſe 
ſeven peeces of Ordnance,andthree Volties bfſmall 
ſhox. Ry ell which mop appear , how ſincerely this 
Author applyah the difidence berweene the Dutch 
and the 'Kingof.Ternata, which was now r harally

. The nextpoint is, thatxhe Ternatans inthe Mo? 
luccoes wentabouralforo make truce with the Spa- 
niards, without conſent or knowledge of the Duteh:

- And yetthis. pretended: feare and ijealofte of rlie 
Moluccocs is further amplified by the firength of the

_ withchem, Totholſe they appointed alſo eight Pi- 
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ſer of the ſea there , and that by default of the Eng- 
liſh; who, contrary to the treaty of the yeere 1619. 
' had deſerted the defenſe , and ſent no moe ſhips,nei- 
ther ro the Moloccoes, nor to the Manillaes: whence 
now the Spaniards had means to ſend ſhips, Gallies, 
and Pinaces, ro the Moloccoes. What the' ſtrength 
of the Spaniard in the Moluccocs(by ſea(was, at the 
time of chis pretended teare, may appeare bythe ex. 
ploits before-mentioned , done upon them by the 
Curcricuries of the Tenatans ,. without helpe of the 
Hollanders. But forthe default of the Engliſh, whick- 
is heer odiouſly alledged, it will be requiſite to ſet 
downe the true cauſes wherefore the Engliſh relin- 
quiſhed theaRion of defence,aſwel at the Manilliaes, 
as elſewhere, being a marter much aggravated upon 
211 occaſions by the Hollanders , albeit themſelves 
have givenrhe cauſe thereof. 'Wherefore brieffly,the 
true motives of the Engliſh, there defiſting from the 
aQion of defence, were as followeth. The Engliſh 
had,by agreement of the Councell of defence, two 
;yeerstogether maintainsd a Fleer of five rall 8&- war. 
like ſhips, to ioyne with the like ſtrength of the Hol- 
landers,for the action of the Manilliaes,and the pro. 
fit ofthe voyage ( as the charge ) ro bee common to 
both Companies. The Dutch prepared another 
Fleet of ſeven ſhippes, all of their owne, for Macao, 
bordering upon Chyna,neer the Manilliaes, without 
giving knowledge thereof to the Engliſh at Iaccatra, 
untill rheir Fleet was ready to depart thence; well 
knowing,thatupon ſuch warning it would be impoſ- 
ſible for rhe Engliſhto preparea like force to ioyne 


—_—_ 


naces that were then abrotd,to igine;and afterwards 
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ſent another ſhip with proviſions unto them. This 
Fleet p:fing by two of the Engliſh wa heyy were 
appointed forthat quarter of rhe Manilliacs, the En- 
gliſh welcomed them,and offered to joyn with them 
in their exploit. Which the Dutch refuſed , ſaying , 
T hat rhis being anexploir of their owne, the Evgliſh 
ſhonld neither particinare of the fa, nox of the be- 
nefit that might ariſe thereby. Likewiſe, by agree- 
ment ofthe Councell of defenſe of both Nations , 
there was another Fleet often ſhippes ſer forth ar the 
equall charge of the Engliſh and Dutch,for the coaft 
of Mallabar, to ſecure the trade in that part, Of the 


_ Purchſhips(abont a moneth after they ſer ſaile ) rwo 


were found to bee ſo weake and leak, thatthey were 
faine to returne to Iaccatra. The reſt being come to 
their quarter,two of the beſt ofthe Dutclrſhips were 
ſeat away by the Dutch Admirall, for the” red Sea; 
contrary to their inſtructions and commiſhon at Iac- 


_ catra from'the. Councel of detenfe,and notwithſtan- 


ing the proteſtations , obteſtations, and exclama- 
tiogs of the Engliſh againſt this prevarication.So that 
foure Caracks of the Portugals coming that way,the 
reſt of the Flect of the Engliſh and Dutch being thus 
Yyeakned by the default ot the foure Dutch ſhips a- 
#orcſaid zrhe faireſt opontuniy that ever hapned, ey... 
rher before or ſince the ioyning of the Engliſh ang 
Dutch Companies,or is ever likely to offer it ſelfe in 
the furure, was loſt and utterly defeated. By this it 
appeareth, what cauſe the Dutch have to complaine 
.of the Engliſh for deſcrting the ation of detenſe,and 
what reaſon and encouragement the Engliſh have to 


. conrinue the ioynt ation and charge with thoſe that 


uſe {9lJittle ſincerity , ev@ contriving the common 
_ Ds. | actions 
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aRions and charge to their private advantage; that 
when the joynt forces are imployed to give the ene- 
mic worke in one part,thcy ( the Hollanders ) might 
with eaſe opprefle them in another, and appropriate 
thewhole benefittro themſelues. | 
- [The next (uſpition rhat this. Author gathereth, is 
from. rhe inſolencies of the Ternarans of Amboyna, 
dwelling at'Loho and Cambello, and thereaboutrs, 
wha (as this Authorſaich) preſumed now, beyond 
former exanple,ro outrage the {ubics of the Dutch, 
| laying them,and carrying them away for ſlaves,yea 
burning two of their houfes,one at, Loho,8 another 
at Manichells : for which when the Governor went 
out with a Fleer to craveiuſticeand reparation ,.hee 
was braved by the Ternatans. with a ſtronger Fleer 
than his owne : yea, they threatned to come with an 
hundred Curricurries againſt Amboyna. 

This dealing. of the Author is like the former 
abour the Treane of peace with the Tedorians., and 
rruce with the Spaniards. For wher the Governour 
of Amboyna le: forth the laſt Flcet of Curricurries 
before the apprehenſion of the Engliſh, hee.ſtood on 
good tearmes with the Ternatans ar Loho; neither 
of the Factories heere mentioned beeing then burnt 
or iniured. The Governour then went onely accor- 
ding to his yeercly cuſtome, ro viſic the skirts and 
our-parts of Amboyna, and had no affront offered 
him. After that upon occaſion of a flave of the Eng- 
liſh that ranne away, and,being afterwards laid hold 
on, was reſcued by a reputed holy man of or necre 
thar part; the Engliſh craved affiſtance of the Duich 
Governaur : who did his beſt, but was therein abu- 


ſed by thoſe of Loh; and not only fowe of his men 
Co S K 2 Out=- 


outraged , 'butthe Engliſh Factor Maſter Beomont 
was way-laid by the people ofthe ſaid holy man: 
and, in ſtead of him,one of the ſervants of the Dutch 
was ſlain between Cambello and Loho. The next 
day alſo, wasBeomont himſelte aſſailed,and ſhotin the 
hand by the ſame holy mans people, who alſo alittle 
before did their beſt to kill V/ill:am Grigs, another of 
the Engliſh Factors , that finding the faid flave ar 
Loho, laid hold on him there. Vpon this occafion, . 
both theEngliſh and Dutchleft their FaRorie at Lo- 

ho, which was ſhortly after burnt by thoſe Tarna- 

tans. That other, touchiug the burning of the Fato- 
ric at Manichells, is more groſſely applyed thah the 

former;for that FaRorie was burnt after the Engliſh 

were apprehended:befides that this Author diflem- - 
bleth that there was a vehement and common ſuſpi- 
cion at Amboyna, that this Factorie at Manichells 
was burnt, not by the Fernatans, but by the Dutch 
Factar himſelfe, who, being there alone, was ſaid to 

have firſt conveied away the goods of the Dutch & 

the Engliſh there for his owne uſe, and then to have 

burnt the Factorie ; laying the fa& upon the Terna-, 
tans. | . 

After this indeed, the Governour of Amboyna 
made out a Fleer of Curricurries, to procure repara- 
tion of thoſe exceſſes; and rherein not going ſo 
ſtrong as he might,was braved by thoſe Ternarans of 
Amboyna.Bur this was after the apprehenfion and 
Execution of the Engliſhzand ſo, is as honeſtly appli- 
ed to move ſuſpicion in this place,as the ioint. quarrel 
of the Engliſh and Dutch with thoſe of Loho,begin- 
ing upon occaſion of the Engliſh: & as the burning 
of the Factoric at Manichel}ls., done afterthe: Eng 
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liſh were apprehended and impriſoned.” As forthe 


threats ofthe-Ternatans here mentioned, thar they ; 


would come with 100. Curricurries againſt Amboy- 
na,'it is (for ought any!of the Engliſh ever heard ) 2 
meere iRtionzat moſt, it was a vaine bragge, andfſuch 
as could not affrightthe Governour, thar knowerh 
. wellthatthe Ternarans have no gun-powder, nor o- 
ther proviſions; fotfuchan exploit; and yerare far 
behiinde the Governour of Amboyna, for number of 
Curricurries,befides the Dutch fhipps and Caſtles. 
The next catiſe of ſuſpicion, this Author makes to 
be anidle report inthe Eaft parts beyond Banda('un- 
certaine what,orby whom)rhat'the Hollanders were 
already.quir' of their Caſtle at. Amboyna.: A poore 
precence, and not worthy to be:an{wered: yer till 
further diſcovering what penury ofgood matter this 
gy had that he was fine toborrow:ſuch crazic 
uffe. 93 7 
Bur the laſt, and that which alone is expreſly apply- 
ed to the Engliſh,is, That about thistime the Dutch 
underſtood;thar thoſe of Loho arid 'Cambello held 
great and ſecret cotreſpondence with the 'Engliſh; 
How did the Dutch underſtand this £. or why doth 
not this Author expreſle the particular proofe, in a 
matter ſo pertinent?

This fellow; rofavehis life, 
fed ip another Land of Banda, cated Rofing ng,and 
there napged., Chriftian: bur quickly underſtanding;

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hee werit back feeretly to his owne Countrey of Pa« 
laroon; and, having lurked there a few daies , tooke 
his paſſage for Nera,anorher Thnd where the Dutch 
havea Fotr, and told rhe Dutch Governour,thatrthe 
Orankeys of Polaroon had confpiredto maſſacre the 
Dutch,as well at Polaroon,as at Poloway,with help 
of the people of Seran, that ſhould fend over thirtie 
Curricurties for that -purpole, 'lmmediately upon 
this indicium of this malefaQor , certaine Prows. or 
Fiſher-boats of the Polaroons, that were fiſhing at 
Poloway, were ſeized, and the people made priſo- 
ners. Command was ſent by the Dutch Governor to 
Polaroon, that the Orankeys 'fhould/come over to 
him, that there might be farther inquiſition made of 
this matter.

pedro Seran and arher places ſafe enough from the 


Holtanders,yer were ſoconfidentoftheir innocency, - | 


that they would needs to Poloway to-purge them- 
ſelves. Where, aſſoone as they were arrived, they 
| were inſtamly carried prifoners to the Caſtle: and 
wichall the Governor, with a force of two hundred 
men, went preſently for Polatoon; whence hee fer- 
chedall the reft ot the Orankeys, and brought them 
priſoners to the ſame Caftle. As ſoone as they were 
comne,they were —_ broughtto the torture of 
IO water 
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, waterand fire ,; 'cven inthe ſame ſort as our-people 
were afterwards at, Amboyna, onely herein diffe- 
ring, that of thoſe at Poloway,two were ſo tortured, 
that they died intheir! torture: the. reſt, becing one 
hundred fixty two perſons, were all, upon theit own 
forced confeſſions, condemned and executed. The 
Prieſt, when he cameto the place of execution, ſpake 
theſe words in the Mallaian Tongue : All yee, grear 
and ſmall, rich and poore,black and whue,look to it: 
we have commited no faulr. And when hee would 
have ſpoken more, he was taken by the hands 8 feer, 
laid along, 8 cut in two by the middle-with aſword. 
Forthwith,the Governour caufed the wives children, 
ann flaves of thoſe of Polaroon,to be all cariied out 
of-the Iland, and diſtribured in other Ilands ſubject 
to the Dutch;and ſo have made a cleere. Countrey for 
the Engliſh, where they may both plant and-gather 
themſelves,deſtitute of the help of any of the-Coun- 
try-people; without whom, neither the Engliſh nor 
Hollanderscan maintaine their trade in the- Indies. 

And yerthis is not here recited, to the end thereby

boyna; who averre, that, excepting the Governour 
himſelfe, who is wcll ſtepr in yeares,of the reſt of the 
Councel there,as wel the Fiſcall as others, there was 
ſcarce any that hadhaire on their faces, yea,that moſt 
of them are lewd drunken debauched perſons , and 
yer muſt be Iudges aſwell of our Englith, as the poor 
Indians there. 
Now to returne to this. Authors proofes, that 
there was no exceſſe uſed in the proceedings, at the 
laſt he taketh one argument by way of compariſon, 
from the Law of England to preſſe men to death : 
which he ſaith, harh much more cruelty than their 
courſe of torture:, uſed by the Dutch in Amboyna, 
and is holden, as well by ſome Authors of our owne 
Nation as others, for damnable. How pertinently is 
this matter of Preſſing alleaged,for iuſtitying of their 
tortures, ſince no man in England is preſſed for not 
confeſſing , which is the cauſe of torture in Dutch- 
land? But the cauſe why any is preſſed,is,for that he 
obſtinarely refuſſerh the tryall ofhis countrey , and 
challengeth the Iudges as incompetent, which the 
Law appointeth him : which he doth (for the moſt 
part) to fave his goods, which, but by that ordinary 
courſe of tryall, cannot be confiſcate, Wha is this 
to the point of confeſsion, for refuſall whereof, the 
Dutch uſe the Torture 2 And yet no-man-blameth 


' them for proceeding according to the Law of their 


councrey herein; nor yet in their execution , when 
they breakethe legges, armes andthighes ofthe ma-

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lefaQors ,andthen ſet themupon a wheele on the end 


of a great pole, there to languiſh to death: anexecu- 
tion farre more direfull than the Engliſh preſſing, 
which is ſo ſuddeply: done,and ſo ſeldome uſed, But 
why doth-hee notnamethe Author of our owne or 
foraine Writers, which condemne this kinde of exe- 
cution?

Seran, the Hollanders have foure Forts: the chief of 
al isat the ſaid Townof 4:boyna,and is very ſtrong 
having foure Points itvivarh with theircurcains, 
andypan each of theſe Points, ſix grear peeces of 
Ordnance mounted, moſt of them of brafſe. The ons 
ſideofthis Caſtle is wathed by the Sea; and the 0. 
theris dividegfromtheland with aditch of foure or 
five fathome broad,very deep,;and ever filled with 
the Sea. The Garriſon of this Caſtle copfiſteth of a, 
bout 209; Dutch ſouldiers, and a-company of free 
Burgers. Beſides theſe,there is alwaies a matter of 
threeot fourehnndred Mardikers(forſothey palthe 
free Natives)inthe Town,ready to ſervetheCaltle 
atanhoures warning, There lie alſ@.in theroad(for 
the niaſt part) divers good (hips ofthe HoHanders, 
aſwell for the guard of the place by. Sca,:a$8for the 
occaſions'ofrraffick; rhis being rhe chief Rexdewogz 
aſwell for:the Iſlands of Banda, as for the'teſt of 4m 
boyna.Heere the Engliſh.lived;notinthe Caſtle,bue 
under protection thereof, ina houſe of their owne. in 
the Town:holdiog themſelves ſafe afwelinreſpeR 
oftheancient bonds ofamity between both nations, 
as of the ſtri& conjunRion made by the late Treaty 
before-mentioned. Bob 
They continued here ſome two yeers;converſing 
and trading together with the Hollanders,by vertue 
of the ſaid Treaty. In which time rhere fell our ſun- 
dry:differences and. debates betweene them , the 
Engliſh complayning, that the Hollanders did not 
onely laviſh away much money'in building,and un. 
neceſſary expences upon the Forts and otherwiſe, 
andbring large and unreaſonable reckonings thereof 
tothecommon accompr: buralſodid,for their-part, 
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pay the Garriſons with vi&tuals and cloth of Coro- 
mandell,which they put off to the Souldiers at three 
or fouretimes the value ir coſt them, yet would not 
allow of the Engliſh:Companies part of the ſame 
charge,but onely in ready money ; thereby drawing 
from the Engliſh(which oughr-o pay bur one third 
part)more than two thirds of rhe whole true charge. 
Herenpon,and-upcn the like occaſions, grew ſome 
difcotitents and diſputes, and the complaints were 
ſent to /accatra,in the Ifland of Java Haior, to the 
Councell of defence of both Nations there reſiding: 
who alfo,not agreeing upon the points indifference 
ſeartheſame hitherover into-Europe,to be-decided 
by both Companies here ; or,in default of their a- 
greement,by the Kings Majeſtie,and the Lords the 
States General,aceording to an Article of the 'Trea- 
tie of the yeare 16ty,onthisbehalfe, Inthe meane 
time,thediſcontentberweene the Engliſh: and the 
Dutch;abour theſe and orher differences,continued 
anc daily increaſed;untill at-laſt there was ar ſword 
found;ts cut irif{nderthart knotar once, which the 
tedious diſputes of 4:boyna and Iaccatra could 
gotuntie. And this was uſed in manner as follow. 
cth. 

About the eleventh of February, 1622. Stilo 
Feteri,a Tapon Souldier of the Ditch in their Caſtle 
of Amboyna, walking in the night upon the wall, 
cametothe Sentinell(being a Hollander,)and there 
amongſt other talke,asked himrſome queſtions tou« 
ching the ſtrength ofthe Caſtle;and the people that 
were therein.It is here to be noted,that thoſe /apons 
(of whom there is not thirty inall the Ifland)did for 
the moſt pare, ſerve the Dutch as fouldiers, yet were 
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not of their truſty bands,alwaies lodged in the caſtle 
butupon occaſion called out of the town to afliſt in 

the Watch, This 7apor aforeſaid, was for his ſaid 
conference with the Sentinell, apprehended upon 
ſuſpicion of treaſon,and put tothe torture, There. 

by (as ſome ofthe Dutch affirmed)he was brought 

to confeſle hinaſelfe, and ſundry others of his coun- 
trey-men thefe, to have contrived the taking of the 
Caſtle, Heeteupon, other 7apoxs were examined 
and tortured,as alſoa Portugal,the Guardian of the 
Slaves under the Dutch. During this examination, 
which continued three or foure daies ; ſome of the 
Engliſhmen wenttoand from the Caſtleupon their 
bufinefle, ſaw the priſoners, heard of their tortures, 
and of the crime laid to their charge, bur all this 
while ſuſpetednor,thatthis macrer did any whit 
coneerne-themſelves., having never had any con- 
verſation with the Tapons, nor with the Portugall 
aforeſaid, At the ſame time there was one Abel Price _gp,j pra 
Chirurgion of the Engliſh, priſoner in the Caſtle, examined, 
for offering in his drunkennefſe roſera Dutch-mans — 
houſe vn ftre, This fellow the Dutch tooke, and 

ſhewed him ſome ofthe Tapoxs, whom they had 

firſt moſt grievouſly tortured,8: rold him,they had 
confeſſed the Engliſh to have been of their confede. 

racy,for the taking ofthe Caſtle;8 that ifhe would 

not confeſle the ſame they would uſe him even as 

they had done theſe _— and worſe alſo. Havin 

siven him the torture, rhey ſoone made him confeſle 

what ever they asked him. This was the fifteenth of 
February, 1622. Stilo vereri.Forthwith,about nine 
emma ts a. ſent for Cap- 
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rajne Towerſax,ahd'the reſtofthe Eogluh thacwerg 
in the Town,to come and ſpeak with the Governor 
inthe Caſtle. 'They all wenr, fave one that was left 
tokeep the houle. Being come to:the:Governor,he 
told Captain Towerſon;that himfelfand others of his 
Nation were: accuſed of a confpiracy-to ſurpriſe the 
Caſtle; and therefore, untill furrher” eriell; were: tq- 
remain/priſoners. Inftantly alſo they atigched: bim 
that was leftathome inthe bouſe,tookthemerchans 
dize ofthe Engliſh Company there intotheir-awn 
cuſtody by Inventory, ſeized all the cheſts,boxes, 
books, writings, 8 other thiogs in the Engliſh. houſe 
—_ Towerſdn:was committed to-Ris chamber, 
with a guard of Dutch ſoldiers :Emanyuel Tomſon 
was keptpriſoner itithe Caſtle 2 the reſt, viz. 7», 
Beamont,, | Edward :Colline; :willian. welkber; Ephraing 
mn er Earns $6: 89bert Brown, 
were tentabdord the rlollpnders ſhipsthenridingin 


... harbour;ſome:to.one-ſhip,and ſome to. another, and

Amboynathe ſixteenth of February. V pon which day 
alſo John Powle;lobn wetherall,and Thomas Ladbrook, 
were apprehended/at Cambells, and brought in i- 
r0ns unto | Ambeyng, the: twentieth of: the ſame 
month. In the meanetimeghe Governovr-and Fiſ- 

call went .to worke with: the priſoners that were 


arcady there, And firſt they ſent for 1 hy Bromene, | 
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and Timory 1ohnſon,trom aboord the YVuicorns who 
being comeinto the Caſtle, Beomone was left with 
23 guard inthe Hall;and ohnſor was taken into ano- 
ther roome. VYhere,by and by, Beomont heard him. 
cry ont very. pittifully ; thento bee quiet for a little 
while,and then loud again. After taſte ofthe torture 
Abel Price the Chirurgion,that firſt was examined 
and tortured(as.is above-remembred,)was brought - 
into confront and accuſe him, But 1oh»ſoz not yet 
confeſling any thing, Price was quickiy carried - 
out,and ohxſon broughtagain to therorture, where 
Beomont heard him ſomerime cry aloud, then quiet 
g2ine,then roare afreſh, Atlaſt,after he had been 
ut an houre in this ſecond cxamination,hee was 
brought forth wailing and lamenting, allwet, and 
cruelly burng in divers parts of his body,and(fo laid 
aſide ina by-place ofthe Hall, with a: Souldier to 
watch him,that he ſhould ſpeak withnobody,Then 
was Emanuel Tomſon brought toexamination; notiin 7,4, 
the roome where 1ohzxſou.hadbeene, but in another ,q,mined. 
ſomething farther from the'Hall.Yer Zeomonebeing 
In the Hall heard him roare moſt Iamentably, and 
many times, Atlaſt after an houreand an halte ſpent 
in torturing him, he was-caried away into anorher 
roome another way;ſo that he came notby Beozone 
through the Hall. Next,was Beomont called in, and 
beeing demanded many things,all which he denied 
with deep oathes and proteſtations,was made faſt ro 
be tortured;a cloth tied abut his neck, and two men = 
ready with their larres of water tobe powred on his 
head.Byr yet for this time the Governor bade looſe 
him , he would ſparc hima day or two,becauſe hee

Vpon Sunday the ſixteenth of February, williaxs 
Webber, Edward Collins, Ephraim Ramſey, and Robers 
Brown,were fetcht from aboord the Rorrerdam,tobe 
examined. Atrhe ſame time came Same Colſon, 
william Griggs,and 1obn Clarke,George Sharrock, and 
Toha Sadler,from Hitto and Larica,andwere imme. 
diately,upon their arrivall,broughtinto che Caſtle. 
Hall, | 

Robert Browne Tailor was firſt calledin;andbeing 
tormented with water,confeſſed all in order as the 
Fiſcall asked him. | | 

Then was Edward Collins called in,and told, that 
thoſe that were formerly examined, hadconfeſt hina 
as acceſlary tothe plotof taking the Caſtle. Which, 
when hedeniedwith great othes & execrations,they 
made his hands and teete faſt tothe Racke,bound a 
cloth abour his throate,ready to bee pur to the tor- 
ture of water. Thus prepared, he prayedro be reſpi- 
ted and he would CIR al ciug act GG ric, NcE 
2Zainc vowed and proteited fiis innocency,yet igid, 
that becauſe he knew that they would by torture 
make him confeſſeany thing, though never ſo falſe, 
they ſhould dohim a great tavour, to tell him whar 
they would have him ſay,and he would ſpeake it,to 
avoide the torture. The Fiſcall herevupon ſaid; What 
do you mocke us?and bade,up with him againe:and 
ſogave him the torment of water:Wwhich he not able 
long to indure,prayedto be let downe againe to his 
confeſſion. Then he deviſed a little with himſelfe, 
and told them, that about two moneths and a 
halfe befare,himſelfe, Tomſor, 1obnſon, Browne, and 
Farde,had plotted, with the helpe of the 7apens, to 
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ſurpriſethe Caſtle, Heere he was interrupted by the 
Fiſcall,and asked,whether Captaine Towerſo were 
not of that conſpiracy.. Hee anſwered, No. You lye, 
ſaid.the Fiſcall : did not hecall you all ro him; and 
tell you, that thoſe daily abuſes: of the Durch had 
cauſed him to think ofa plor,and that he wanted no- 
thing but your conſent and ſecrecie > Then faid a 
Putch Merchant,one 70h: 7ooft that Rood by, Did 
not you all ſweare upon a Bible to be ſecret to him 
Collins anſwered with great othes,that he knew no- 
thing ofany ſuch matter, Then they bademake him 
faſt againe; whereupon he then ſaid, All was true 
that they had ſpoken, Then the Fiſcall asced him, 
whether the Engliſhin the reſt of the FaQories, were 
not conſenting to this plot, He anſwered, No, The 
iſcall thea asked him, whether the Preſident of the 
liſlv at Zaccarra, or M. weldtn: Agent in Bands, 
were not plotters or privie to this buſineffe. Againe 
he anſwered,no, ThentheFiſcall asked him,by what 
meanes the 1aponyrs ſhonld hava evecyrodehoic ory. 
noſe, Whereart when: Collins ſto02 Noaggering and 
deviſing of ſome probable fiion,the Fiſcall hoipe 
him,and ſaid, Should not two 7aperers havegoneto 
each point of the Caſtle,and two tothe Governofs 
chamber daore ; and whenthe hurly-burly had bin 
without,and the Governout comming to ſee what 
was the matter,the apoxers to have killed him?Here 
one that ſtood by,faid to the Biſcall, Do not rell hinr 
what he ſhould ſay, but let him ſpeake of himſelfe.
